teller  should.  But  first  a  word  about  the  distinguished  tourists  themselves.  Tlie 
royal  couple,  now  our  guests,  were  married  in  the  Chapel  Royal,  St.  James,  on  July 
6th,  1893,  the  procession  to  the  church  beins  witnessed  by  dense  crowds  of  people. 
The  service  was  performed  by  the  .\rchbishop  of  Canterbury,  assisted  by  the 
Bishops  of  London  and  Rochester,  and  there  were  present  the  Oueen  and  nil  the 
royal  family  and  a  large  number  of  royal  and  distinguished  guests.  Her  Royal 
Highness  is  the  daughter  of  the  late  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Teck  (sister  of  the  Duke 
of  Cambridge  and  cousin  of  the  late  Queen  Victoria.) 


Leaving  the  Shores  of  England 

Amid  the  heirty  greetings  and  the  warmest  good  wishes  of  their  family,  the 
Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cornwall  and  York  left  English  shores  on  Saturday,  March 
i6th.  Londoners  turned  out  in  force  to  wish  them  good-bye  on  the  previous  day, 
a  big  crowd  cheering  heartily  as  the  Duke  and  Duchess  drove  up  to  Victoria 
'station  in  an  open  semi-state  carriage,  with  postillions  and  four  horses.  .\  few 
moments  later  came  the  King  and  Oueen,  with  Princess  Victoria,  and  Prince  and 
Princess  Charles,  occupying  open  four-horsed  carriage.^,  with  postillions  and  out- 
riders and  escorted  bv  Life  Guards.  .\s  the  first  naval  port  of  the  kingdom, 
Portsmouth,  was  anxious  to  w,  Icome  the  Royal  party  olticially.  The  special  stopped 
at  the  town  station  for  the  municipal  greetin-s.  Then  the  train  went  .piickly  on 
to  the  South  Railway  jetty,  where  the  "Victoria  and  Albert,"  and  HMS. 
•■  Ophir"  which  had  been  specially  fitted  out  for  their  Roy.U  Highnesses  and  the 
-.•scort  were  berthed.     The  weather  was  grey  and  chilly.

There  were  two  toasts,  the  King  pro- 
nosing  the  health  of  the  Duke  and  Duchess :  "  God  speed,  a  prosperous  voya-e 
and  a  safe  return."  His  Majesty  displayed  much  feeling.  He  spoke  ot  what  w  is 
to  be  a  prolonged  absence  of  their  Royal  Highnesses  as  a  great  personal  hardship 
to  himself  and  Oueen  Alexandra,  but  one  of  the  chief  reas,.ns  of  the  tour,  s.aid  His 
Maiestv  was  his  desire  to  acknowledge  througn  the  Duke,  the  loy.d  help  the  Colonir.

Ibr  l.ngth 
over  all  4^J  I'  ;.  beam  5^  feet  ()  inches,  depth  ;-  fee',  gross  register  Gcji.'  tuns, 
hor.-e  power  li),i)i>o.  in  other  words  she  is  not  the  largest  vessel  m  the  Orient 
fleet,  but  she  has  the  same  horse  power  as  the  largest  \e3sel  in  it  and  her  rngims 
drive  her  at  a  speed  of  iS  knots.  In  her  outward  aspect  she  ortsents  .dl  liu  fea- 
tures of  an  ocean  goin/  liner — the  wide  and  immensely  long  promenade  dick;

It  was  most  interesting  !•  see 
how  lustily  these  people  chee-red  their  future  Km^;  as  they  approa(  hed  at  tin  head 
of  the  lont;  procession.  Then  came  Tamils,  natives  of  Southern  India,  uho  hid 
drifted  from  their  native  land  without  pas-in^;  from  undei  the  P.riti^h  l!  il;,  f.  1- 
lowed  l>y  Mahoniedans  from  various  jiarts  of  India,  and  Arabs  from  tlv.'  a  Ijoiain^ 
coasts  with  banners  inscribed  with  wordsof  w,;lco:ne  and  i,'ood  wishes.  The  lar^'est 
portion  of  the  process  on,  how  ver  was  composed  ot  C'hinese.  whose  curioii~  ban- 
ners and  t^roujis  of  dtill-hke  lii,'ures  borne-  b',  on  carts  s  'em  ■(!  fresh  fron,  'he  happv 
China  which  Marco  Polo  first  saw. 

The  longest  se.i  trij)  was  between  Sin^^apore,  which  thev  left  e,n  Apiil  2^.  and 
Melbourne,  which  was  reached  May  Sth.

The  Australian  Capital 

I'or  months  the  Australian  Capital  had  been  preparing',  a'.d  th(  d,iy  of  the 
arrival  found  the  citv  a  perfect  ^;.ila  town,  with  a  population  wilt  nij;h  doublt'd  by 
visitors  and  militar\',  and  a  show  of  dt.'cor.itions  almost  unic|ue.  Scv,  p.  miles  of 
streets  were  lined  with  V'eneti.tn  mists,  connected  with  nreenery.  tlaj^s,  anddcvicis 
wliile  buntiny;  floated  everywlure.  Trojpsfroii  ill  pirtsofth)  colonies  kept  the 
Royal  route,  wliile  foot  [viths,  windows  and  j;rand  stands  wen'  simjily  i  rammed 
with  spectators.  The  triumphal  arches,  throui^h  which  the  Royal  visitors  passed 
were  most  varied  and  artistic. 

As  the  capital  of  the  first  colony  of  Australia  to  welcome  the  Duke  and  Duch- 
ess of  Cornwall  and  York,  Melbourne  t;ave  such  a  reception  as  to  render  it  out  of 
the  (juestion  for  Can  '•  to  attempt  anxthin.;  of  ecjual  jiroportions.

Visit  to  New  South  Wales

Two  <^rand  shows  were  i;iven  in  the  fluke  ind  Duchess'  honor  — w.ir 
dances  and  welcome  dances  performed  l>y  chiefs  in  full  w.ir  tjar!),  "iris  and  women 
in  the  quaint  estcoslumes,  and  hundreds  of  natives  in  various  <lre>>es  from  .1  lla\en 
kilt  to  a  top  hat  over  native  dress.  In  the  second  entertainment  tully  J. no  1  n.itivi> 
took  part,  each  trilie  f;i^'"r!  a  separate  performance,  aiui.is  each  section  c.ime  tor- 
ward  its  chiefs  preseiitea  rare  and  curious  i;ifts  to  the  Royal  quests.  In  honor  of 
their  hests  the  Duke  and  Duchess  wore  mats  of  woven  tta\  o\er  their  dress  in 
Maori  fashion.  After  three  dav's  entertainment  the  Duke  and  Duchess  went  back 
to  Auckland  and  started  early  on  Sunda\  on  the  "Ophir"  tor  Wellinj^ton  wher  ■ 
thev  .arrived  on  Tuesday.
